and bear in three years fiom the seed 
We have secn them sell herc at the rate 
of $1 per dozen The factis, choice fimt 
would bring almost any price that might 
be asked; but there is no business that 
the people are so bachward in as the grow- 
mg of fruitof all kinds ‘There 1s nothing 
that a person could engage in that would 
yield a greater profit than fruit growing.
